The Treaty of Alliance concluded at Petersburg the 12th of September, O. S: 
between the Emperor of Great Ruffia, and the Sophi of Perfia, by his Plenj- 
potentiary Ifmael Becg. : : 


Inthe Name of Almighty God! To all w whom thefe Prefents foall come. 
HEREAS for feveral Years palt, the Troubles and Commotions rifen ig 
the Kingdom of Perfia have been carried to fach a Heighth, That many 

Sabjeds of that Country had the Bo!dnefs not only to raife a Rebellion: againit 
their lawful Sovereign, to the Ruin of thac Kingdom, but alfo to treat barbarouf- 
ly and kill bis Ruifiao Majety’s Subjeéts, after having robb’d them of their Efa 
fe&s, amounting to vaft Sums, which they carried intand through the faid Coun- 
try, relyitg upon che ancient Treaties and Amity hitherco fubfiiling between the 
two Crowns. And whereasthe Sophi then reigning was not in a Condition, by 
reaforv of the DiftraGions his Dominions were in, to make duc Satisfadion for 
the Infolerices commited againft the Ruffian Traders; his Czarifh Majcily, pagtly 
out of Friendfhip and Affeétion towards che King of Perfia and to prevenc the 
Evil for producing the utter Ruia ofthat Kingdom, andeven reaching his owa 
Frontiers, bas been induced tebend his Arms againit thofe Rebels, and to retake 
from them feveral Places upon the Cafpian Sea,which by Force and Violence theg 
were poflefied of,fand to garrifon them with his own Forces, which enraged them 
to fuch a Degree, that chey not only made themielves Matters of the Capital City 
of Ifpahan, but even dethron’d the King, and made him Prifoner, with his whole 
Family, except the young Prince Fachmafid, who would not on his Part be 
wanting to renew and tocorroborate with the ftrongelt Ties the former Friend- 
{hip which fubfilted fo long between the two Monarchs and to fend hither te us 
with a Letter, his faithful and trufiy Minifler Ifmac] Beeg, wish the CiaraGer 
of Ambaflador, in order not only to notify co us his lawful Succeffion to the 
Throne, but alfo to implore our Afiiftance againft the unaccountable Violences 
done to him by his rebellious Subjects, To which Purpole, he the faid Mini- 
-fter has Power, under his Majefty’s Great Seal co conclude a folemn Treaty 
with us agintt the faid Rebels. Whereupon, oo the Part, and by {pecial Order 
ot his Czacith Majefty, his Minifters here underwritten did enter inco a Treaty 
with the Perfian Minifter, and agreed upon the following Articles. 

I. HisRuffian Imperial Majetty hereby promifes to his Perfian Majclty King 
Bachmafib, his fincere Friendthipvand A fiftance againft the Rebcls; and chat his 
Perfian Majefty may be intireiy re-eliablifhec in his Dominions, his Czarith Ma- 
‘jefty ingages himfelf co fend, as foon as poflible, a confiderable Body of Foot 
and Horfe to Perfia to a& againft the faid Rebels. 

lf, Onthe other Hand, the King of Prefia yields forever t@ his Imperial and 
‘Czarith Majefty, and che Raflian Empire, the Cities cf Detbent and Baku with 
all the Coustries bordering upon the. Cafpian Sea ; as alfo the Provinces of Gi- 

Yan, Mifordron and Aftarabat ; all which are refigned to his Imperial and Cza- 
rifhMajeftyfor ever rothe End they may -afford Subfittance co his Forces, with- 
‘out Incumbrance to his Perfian Majefty. ) 
 {EI, But in as much asit isimptaGicable to eranfport by Sea into fuch remote 
Countries aii Horfes requifite for the Cavalry, Acxtillery, Baggage, Ammunition 
and: Provifions, and the Petfian Plenipotentiary haying aflured that more thana 
fufficient Number of Horfes will be found in the:Countries and Places defore 
mentioned, his Czarifh Majefty will therefore give Orders to his Generals to 
getas many Horfes as fhall be neceflary,' with Provifo, that in cafe a fufficent 
Number cannot be found, his Perfian Majefty fhall be bound to furnifh his Cza- 
rifle Majefty with as many as he fhall want, atthe Rate of 12 Rubelsa Head; 
to find moreover, Camels gratis, forthe Carriage of the Baggage ; to provivde 
for the Subfiftance of the Army, and to take particular Care that the Forces oa 
their Marches may be fufficiently fupplied with Bread, Fleth and Salt, “omy

dition that ready Money be paid for chem. But in cafe the Price of thofe Pro-

R OM Conftantinople of the 24th of November, they write, That the 
Marquis de Bonac, the Freneh Ambaflador, has lately had feveral 
Conferences with the Czar’s Minifter, and ’tis faid the Marquis has 

plainly declared that he can no lenger concern himfelf with his Czar:fh Ma- 


. jefty’s Affairs as formerly he ufed to do. It ieems that this Declaration was 


made by exprefs Order trom the French King, who will concern himfelf no 
otherwife under the prefent Jundture of Affairs, than what relates to Com- 
merce between his and the Dominions of the Grand Seignior, who for Two 
Months paft had not given any Audience tot he Czar’s Refident. 

By Letters from Petersburg of the 30th paft, we learn, That the Czar defigns 
to make a numerous Promotion of Military Officers, and to a& in Perfon next 
Campaign in Perfia, at the Head of a very powerful Army; likewife to 
make Head againit the Turks in Ukrania, with an Army of 80000 Men under 
Prince Menzikof, who is made Generaliflimo of all the Forces in the Ruffian 
Monarchy. ; . 7 

Letters from Stockholm tell us, That the Ruffian Minifter has frequent Con- 
ferences with thofe of Sweden touching the Alliances propofed. And thofe from 
Copenhagen fay, That his Danifh Majefty has refolved to encreafe his Army 
with 6-new Regiments, and his Fleet with feveral Men of War. , 

The King of Great Britain was expected at Helvoetfluys the 23d Inftant N. 
S. "Tis faid his Majefty who held a Cabinet Council at Hanover the 17th In- 
ftant, has caufed new Inftructions to be fent to his Minifter at the Imperial
